the same manner that he would be answerable, 
had he committed the same crimes when sober. 
eed, there would be no safety in the com- 
munity if it were otherwise—for then, the most 
aggravated offences might be committed under 
the disguise of liquor, and that set up as a 
defence. 

We are aware some contend that an individ- 
ual who commiis an offence when not in his 
right mind, no matter from what cause he is 
insane, ought not to be punished with the same 
severity, as one who commits the same offence 
when perfectly sane.

LECTURE ON CI INA. 

The following notice of Ex-President Adams’ Lec-

For how large a share of its interest and ex- 
citement is the public mind indebted to the 
movements and efforts of your distinguished 
townsman, Hon. J. Q. Adams. His ingenuity, 
skill, and eccentricity are constantly contri- 
bating to public sensation. 
agitating powers keep the ‘ political caldron’ in 
constant ebullition ; while in his private capaci-

importance and extensive national concern 
present him almost constantly in the fore- 
ground of general observation. It is to be re- 
marked, as a distinctive feature of his course 
on most great topics of civil aad judicial mo- 
ment,—a striking dissent from the matured 
judgments of enlightened, patriotic statesmen 
and civilians, as well as the voluntary decisions 
of the mass of community. Whether this 
arises from an honest belief in the soundness 
of his conclusions, an overweaning confidence 
in his own powers, or from an ambition to im- 
part a leading tone to public opinion in causes 
of morality and civil polity, is alike immaterial 
—His views on American slavery, on the inter- 
nal police of the slave States, on the Amistad, 
Mcl.eod, and Boundary questions, and his re- 
cent opinions in regard to the collision betwéea 
Britain and China,—all sustain the remark. 

I am aware that any exceptions which may 
be taken to Mr. A’s sentiments respecting the 
last mentioned matter, will have but little 
weight with those who, from easy inclination, 
or motives of personal reverence, are willing 
participants in his thoughts and feelings. 
Neither is it probable that they will meet with 
much favor from that portion of the press, who 
have already allotted him ‘‘an apotheosis and 
rites divine,” for the “ masterly manner in 
which he has handled the subject.” Where 
prejudice and blind credulity have so far car- 
ried captive the understandings of men, as to 
lead them to exclaim (in actions, at least, if not 
in words,) over the teachings of any individual, 
‘tit is the voice of a God and not of a man,” 
justice will of course appeal in vain for a hear- 
ing, and truth, reason, and authority be regard- 
ed as dead letter.. Mr. A's talents, learning, 
and great research are readily admitted ; but 
after all, his opinions are not to be received as 
infallible. Neither are his expositions of Na- 
tional Law and inherent rights, to be deemed 
valid and conclusive—especially when they 
jconflict with the doctrines and luminous dis- 
quisitions of men who have been recognized, 
for centuries. of civil wisdom, and 
fountains of municipal and national jurispru- 
dence. 

Although it may be somewhat irregular in a 
desultory letter, yet | propose, with your leave, 
to consider cursorily some particulars in Mr.

|dependence, it follows that every nation is to 
judge of what its conscience demands, of what 
it can or cannot do, of what is proper or im- 
proper to be done ; and consequently to organ- 
ize and determine, whether it can perform any 
office for another without being wanting in 
what it owes to itself.” 

*“ Since men are naturaliy equal, and their 
rights and obligations are the same, as equally 
proceeding from nature, nations composed of 
nen, considered as so many free persons living 
together in a of nature are naturally 
equal, and receive from nature the same obliga- 
tions and rights. Ifence, if a nation makes an 
ill use of its liberty, it offends ; but others ought 
to suffer it to do so, Aaving no right to come- 
maud it to do otherwise.”

These high rational and equitable principles 
are sustained by Grotius, the father of the Law 
of Nations, and also by other distinguished 
jcommentutors on National Law. 

} “ Nation are equal in respect to each other, 
jand entitled to claim eqguad consideration for 
their rights, whaterer may be their relative di- 
mensions or strength, or however greatly they 
may differ in government, religion, or manners. 
This perfect equality, and entire independence 
of ald distinct states, is a fandamenta! principie 
of public law. It is.a meeessary consequence 
of this equality, that eack nation has @ right to 
govern itself as it may think proper, and no 
one nation is entitled to dictate a form of gov- 
ernment, or religion, or a course of internal 
policy to another.” Grotius, Rutherforth. 

The force of these principles is objected to 
by Mr. A., on the ground that they give te na- 
tions the power to permit or annihilate com- 
merce, individually, as interest or expediency 
|may chance to dictate. He holds to the sub- 
limated doctrine that commerce is a natural 
right and duty, and, as such, it is irrevocably 
incumbant upon individuals and nations, from 
the highest natural and moral obligations, to 
foster and prosecate it in all instances, except 
when in direct contravention to public welfare. 
It is not necessary to occupy time and space in 
the discussion of this point. So far from com- 
merce being a natural right or duty, it is simply 
and properly the creature of will and confidence, 
—regarded so in the structure of commercial 
law, and repeatedly treated as such in the poli- 
cy of our own and foreign governments. 

‘ As every nation has the right, and is dis- 
posed to exercise it, of judging for itself, in 
respect to the policy and extent of its commer- 
cial arrangements, the general freedom of trade, 
however reasonably and strongly it may be in- 
culcated in the modern school of political econ- 
omy, is but an imperfect right, and necessarily 
subject to such reculations and restrictions, as 
each nation may think proper to prescribe for 
itself. Every state may monopolize as much 
as it pleases of its own internal and colonial 
trate, or grant to other nations, with whom it

Without discussing the incidents attendant 
upon the diplomacy of Lord Napier, which Mr. 
Adams recapitulates at length and describes as 
partaking both of “tragedy and farce,” it is 
sufficient that Napier’s behavior is applauded 
in toto by Mr A. who describes him as a “ proud 
and generous British noble mariner,” inflexible 
in determination, and intent only in “ executing 
his instructions to the letter.” As an off-set to 
Mr: A’s. eulogium, and to show the different 
light in which Lord Napier’s conduct is regard- 
ed, even by one of his own countrymen, I 
would solicit the privilege of presenting a few 
extracts from an article which appeared in the 
September No., 1840,of that valuable period- 
ical, the Westminister Review. The whole 
article is a most able and eloquent production, 
rich ir information of the Chinese as a nation, 
and lucid and honorable as to the cause of the 
difficulties between the two governments. The 
writer speaks from actual knowledge, having 
resided in China for the space of eleven years, 


and his statements should be read by all who) 
would form sound conclusions not only in} 


regard to the merits of the war, but also of 
‘Chinese character and Chinese institutions. 
He premises his views of the difficulties as 
follows :— 


“Unhappily a notion has prevailed that the! 


Chinese are in every way so unmeasurably in- 
ferior to Europeans, and so little acquainted 
with the arts of civilization, that we are justi-

The above induces different ideas of British 
magnanimity from those Mr. Adams would 
fondly inculcate, and suggests that arrogance 
and intolerance are not exclusively confined to 
the Chinese. 


In relation to the cause of the war, the au-,

“ The beginning of the rupture may be partly 
traced to the mere verbal mistakes of Lord Na- 
pier and others, in taking offence where none 
was intended, and ina profound contempt for 
Chinese established forms and usages, which 
we have never given ourselves the trouble to 
understand.” : 

After un explanation of the forms and usages 
referred to in the quotation, and an allusion to 
the obstinate and imperious manner of Lord 
Napier in persisting in the attempt to communi- 
cate with the proper authorities contrary to the 
usoal and prescribed mode, and the open insult 
offered by him to several of the principal man- 
darins who were ultimately appointed to confer 
avith him, the writer in the review continues— 


“He (Napier) was therefore again told that 
the Hong Merchants were the only official 
channel allowed by government for the transac- 
tion of commercial business; and declining to 
communicate with them, he was ordered to de- 
part. Refusing to depart, and alarming the

| Was his character simply that of a Consul ?. 


| The law in the case is equally salutary— 

| « No nation is bound to receive a foreign con- 
‘sul, unless it has agreed to do so by treaty. * 
* * * If any consul be guilty of wélegal or im- 
proper conduct he is liable to be punished ac- 


cording to the laws of the country in which he} 
is consul ; or he may be sent back to his own | 


country, at the discretion of the government 
which he has offended.” —Kent’s Comm. 

Vattel lays down the principle that— 

“A Consul ought not to be molested, unless 
he violates the law of nations by some enor- 
mous crime ; and that if guilty of any crime, he 
ought to be sent home to be punished.” 

Othercivilians go farther, and advance the 
; doctrine that— 

“In civil and criminal cases, Consuls, are 
equally subject to the laws of the country in 
which they reside."—Bynkershoeck, Marten, 
Pardessus. 

If Lord Napiei’s character was neither that 
of Ambassador nor Consul, but merely thatofa 
titled British subject, the principle of law is 
equally clear that—-" Strangers are equally 
bound with natives, to obedience to the laws of 
a country during the time they sojourn in it, 
and they are equally amenable for infractions 
of the law.” 

Will it be said that these principles are ap- 
plicable only to Christian governments? It is 
sufficient to reply, that they are the same by 
which Mr. A. has tried and condemned the 
authorities of China. 

Well may the writer in the Review exclaim, 
in consideration of such an unmitigated outrage 
upon the Law of Nations and Natural Rights, 

“It is impossible to imagine conduct on the 
part of an official agent more unjustifiable and 
impolitic than that of Lord Napier.” 

To bring the case home to the perception and 
feelings of every friend of reason and equity, 
he makes a personal application of Lord Na- 
pier’s behavior to the English nation, in the 
following plain and pertinent language. 

* Let us imagine a French envoy claiming a 
title rendering it doubtful whether he should 
be received as aconsu! or as an ambassador, 
arriving at Dover. The governor requests him 
to remain there until notice of his arrival can 
be transmitted to the Home-office. ‘The envoy 
refuses, and proceeds up the river to London. 
| When in London he proposes to address a let- 

ter to the Queen upon the aflairs of the East, 
, but is told that the proper channel for business 
}of that nature is the Board of East India Di- 
| Fectors ; upon which he publishes a proclama- 
tion setting at defiance the Secretary of State 
for the Home Department, and intimating in 
|plain terms his determination to appeal to 
force.” 

| At this stage of the subject, the annexed re- 
| buke administered to Lord Napier in the proc- 
jlamation of the viceroy at Canton cannot but 
be admired for its cogency, beauty, and strict 
|propriety. After summing up the regulations 
|established by the Imperial Government for the 
| trade of Canton, he says,— 

“The Chinese nation has its laws. It is so 
piers iliore: England has its laws, and how 
|much more so the Celestial Empire. Tre said 
| foreign minister having crossed a sea of many 
|thousand miles to inquire into and take the 
| superintendence of commercial affairs, ought to 
/be a person acquainted with the principles of 
government, and with the forms essential to its 
dignity. In every affair, he ought to act in 
| accordance with the dictates of reason; how 
else could he discharge the duty of an officer, 
and exercise a proper control over the mer- | 
chants of his own nation.” 

A word in relation to another matter, which 
has been made a conspicuous point in the con-| 
troversy. The writer in the Review gives 
some curious and humorous instances of “ per- 
sonal insult” which English functionaries have 
conceived as offered to their persons, arising 
solely from the want of skill in the translation 
of Chinese official documents. This was the

The above explanation while it-subserves the 
cause of truth also goes to show that, even 
great wisdom may sometimes manifest a zeal 
not according io knowledge. 

In conclusion, allow me to presenta short 
extract from the Review, respecting the gov- 
ernment of China, and the character of its na- 
tive population. 

“The system of government pursued is on 
the whole favorable to the industry of the peo- 
ple, and the extent to which it was once sup- 
posed population presses in China upon the 
means of subsistence, is an entire delusion. 
The working classes are contented, the rights 
of property are respected, and there exists in 
China, as in England, a large wealthy middle 
class. * * * * * Personally in our

‘Why, what evil hath he done?” 

“ Behold how great a matter, a little fire kindleth.” 

The Editor of the Quincy Patriot has been 
uncerimoniously dragged before the Quincy 
Lyceum, and condemned without the benefit 
of the clergy, for an alledged attack upon the 
personal appearance of the Rev. Mr. Giles, a 
Unitarian clergyman. The subject has occu- 
pied the attention of the Lyceum for the two 
last evenings of its session, and much feeling 
and excitement was manifested. Being a 
frienc to the Press, and desiring at all times to 
preserve it from the foul attacks of its enemies, 
is.my excuse, Mr. Editor, for the remarks that 
I shall here pen, and if agreeable to your mind, 
give you the privilege 
valuable paper. 

The gentleman who introduced the “ wild- 
fire” into the Lyceum, and who has taken it 
upon himself to be the general supervisor of 
the public press, may have done it thinking 
that the Editor was hostile to the Rev. gentle- 
man alluded to. If he so apprehended, his 
wisdom proves deficient, for his first step in 
the premises ought to have been to have 
ascertained the facts in the case, before he 
commenced sowing the seeds of discord and 
acrimony, that have agitated the Lyceum with 
the throes of dissolution for the last two weeks. 
A great oversight indeed, if the introducer of 
that resolution censuring the Editor was not 
perfectly well aware of all the circumstances. 
If he supposed the article was intended as an 
assault upon the lecturer, then he might have 
brought this matter before the Lyceum with 
some degee of plausibility. But, no man could 
have so considered in reading the remarks of 
the Editor. They appear to have been dashed 
off in a bold, careless, energetic style—showing 
the superiority of mind over matter.

The Steamer Britannia arrived at Boston on 
Saturday afternoon last. Ske left Liverpool on 
the fourth instant, and has brought Liverpool 
papers of that date, and London papers to the 
evening of the third. 

The Britannia encountered very severe 
weather. Her paddle-boxes were much injar- 
ed, and her life-boats stove to pieces during a 
severe storm on the night of the 15th. 

The most important article of intelligence, 
says the Boston Courier, is that which an- 
nounces the appointment of Lord Ashburton as 
a special minister to the United Shates, with 
plenary powers to settle all existing difficul- 
ties. The Morning Chronicle says— 

Lord Ashburton’s appointment has been fa- 
vorably received in commercial cities, and given 
a tone of confidence to the holders of state 
stocks. His lordship’s appointment will be ac- 
ceptable to the Americans, as the Messrs. Bar- 
ings have been for many years most extensive- 
ly engaged in American affairs, and, in fact, 
the agents of the American government in 
monetary operations. His Lordship is besides 
a citizen of the great republic, and one of the 
largest landed proprietors, too, in the State of 
Pennsylvania. His talents asa man of busi- 
ness are well known. He is one of the largest 
house-holders in the United States, and Lady 
Ashburton (late Miss Bingham) fs an Anierican 
by birth. Well versed in the history and value 
of State bonds, and of the structure of the 
American constitution, he will be able to press 
upon the attention of the Americans the neces- 
sity of punctual provision for the public engage- 
ments. The Americans themselves are the 
greatest sufferers by the distrust with which 
their securities are looked upon, for they are 
thereby deprived of one of their principal means 
of supporting their own prosperity ; and until 
their credit be restored, their trade and manu- 
factures must be in a depressed condition. But 
a satisfactory arrangement of their differences 
with this country is in the first place absolute- 
ly necessary, as a prelude to the future happi- 
ness and welfare of the union; and this impor- 
tant object, we trust, will now be accomplished. 

Other journals speak of the appointment 
much in the same style. The Times says his 
lordship will sailin a few weeks, and states 
that he is especially empowered to settle the 
disputed questions of the boundary, the Caro- 
line affair, and the right of search. 

In the Money Market there was no great ex- 
citement or activity. Stocks in railways were 
fluctuating, as they always are; bank stock 
had advanced a trifle. Foreign stocks and 
bonds were not in much demand.

LEGISLATIVE LETTER. 
To the Editor of the Quincy Patriot : 
Boston, 3d February, 1842. 


Since my last, the greater part of the time of the 
Alouse has been taken up in discussing the bill ineor- 
porating the Marine Camel Company at Nantucket, 
which I mentioned as having been already under con- 
sideration in the Senate. In the course of the debate, 
much talent has been exerted upon both sides of the 
House, and although the policy of granting acts of in- 
corporation is nether a new subject nor in itsell par- 
uculatly miteresting. it has upon this occasion been 
once more made the basis for an elaborate discussion. 
The leading gentlemen on the part of the opposition, 
Messrs. Thomas of Charlestown, Hinckley of Bass- 
stable, and Allen of Northfield, have taken their usual 
stand, and have maintained it with steadfastness and 
ability, if not wich success The first named gentie- 
man moved an amendment, the substance of which 
was that the persons incorporated should be made lia- 
able to pay the debts contracted by the Company from 
their private property to an unlimited extent. This in- 
volved the question of expediency of individual respon- 
sibility for corporate engagements, a question which 13 
not new in the legislation of Massachusetts, but which 
nevertheless recurs almostevery year. 

‘There is in thrs idea of personal responsit ility some- 
thing which at first sight sppears exceedingly reason- 
able. It does seem as if it would have the effect of 
remedying the great evil in all corporations, the indif- 
ference of the stockholders to the act of thet agents, 
an indifierence which is the principal cause of all the 
embarrassments in which they become involved. It 
does seem as if men would look and see what the nat- 
ural consequences of their own acts were to be, before 
they became partners in holding shares of corporate 
stock. Experience, however, shows that the faet is 
otherwise. ‘he exper:ment has been tried in Massa- 
chusetts very fairly, and found not to work accerding 
to expectation. Some years ago it was the law thet 
individuals concetned in manulacturing companies 
should be held to pay the debts incurred, and the effect 
was thet a few unwary but innocent individuals were 
ruined, whilst all those who were more sharpwitted 
managed to escape “ithout loss. As the responsibility 
went to the whole extent of each stockholder’s private 
property, and there was no provision that all should 
contribute preportionally to their interest in the com- 
pany stock, the consequence was that the cunning who 
had held many shares got rid of , whilst the ungard- 
ed and unprotected, who held perhaps only one share 
each, were entirely beggared. Neither would it have 
been much better if a pro rata contribution had been 
substituted, because there are always in such corpora- 
tions before they come to bankruptcy a certain number

ANTI SLAVERY IN BOSTON. 
| A large and overwhelming meeting of the 
citizens of Boston and vicinity, was held in the 
old Cradle of Liberty, on Friday evening, Jan. 
28th, 1812, favorable to the immediate abolition 
of Slavery in the District of Columbia. The 
meeting was called to order by Francis Jackson, 
and, on motion of Edmund Quincy. 
| Wittiam Liorp Gakrison was unanimous- 
ly called to the Chair. 

On motion, Voted, That there be chosen six 
Vice Presidents, to be nominated by the Chair. 
The following persons were then chosen, viz :-— 


Francis Jackson, 
| Josern Soutuwick,

Cot. J. P. Mitter, of Vermont. 
Nartsaniey P. Rogers, of New Hampshire.

Resolved—That inasmuch as the District of

\that body in a constitutional manner, they 
‘ought at once to withdraw, and return to their 
several homes, leaving the people of Massachu- 
setts to devise such ways and means fora re-

achieve, because it is a moral impossibility, as 
much as the peaceful amalgamation of fire and 
gunpowder ; and, therefore, the American Un- 
ion is such only in form, but not in substance— 


a hollow mockery instead of a glorious reality. | 


Resolved—That if the South be madly bent 
upon perpeiuating her atrocious slave system, 
and thereby destroying the liberty of speech 
and of the press, and striking down the rights 
of northern citizens, the time is rapidly ap- 
proaching when the American Union will be 
dissolved in form as it is now in fact. 

Resolved—That until Massachusetts ceases 
to give her countenance and support to the 
Southern slave system, by allowing the slave 
hunter to seize his prey on her soil, and by 
conceding that a man may be a thing, an arti- 
cle of. merchandise, she is to be regarded as 
recreant to the cause of freedom and humanity, 
and her people as an organized body of con- 
Spirators against the rights of man. 

Resolved—That Massachusetts must wash 
her hands of all participation in the enslave- 
ment of any portion of the human race, in this 
or any other country. 

Resolcved-—That the people of this Common- 
wealth should flood both houses of the State 
Legislature at its next session, with petitions, 
calling on them to pass a declaratory law that 
no slave can breathe on the soil of Massachu- 
setts, and that e-ery bondman shall become free 
on arriving within her jurisdiction. 

The adoption of the above Resolutions was 
moved and advocated by Edmund Quincy, who 
was followed by Col. J. P. Miller, of Vermont

| Are we notto apt to a raign the decrees of 
Providence and io say querously, * How strange 
and incomprehensible are the ways of God! 
see the wicked flourishing in life and health, 
and beheld the good cut down in the strength 
of their youth and usefulness.” But should not 
this speak to us of the love of the All-merciful ? 
He will not cut down the wicked in their sins. 
‘Merciful men are taken away, none consider- 
ing that the righteous is taken away from the 
evil to come.’ Time is spared to the sinner 
for repentance whilst the boly and just man 
hears the welcome summons, ‘ Come ye blessed 
of my Father, enter ye into the joy of your 
Lord.’ 

Should we thus complain, had we Christian 
views of life and death? We consider birth a 
cause for rejoicing, and such it is—and is not 
death (the death of the righteous) birth into a 
world of purer joy and more perfect knowledge 
—into a closer communion with God and ‘the 
spirits of the just made perfect ? 

Such were the views of him—whose depar- 
ture occasions these remarks. Mr. Phipps was 
a graduate of Harvard, and was settled in Co- 
hasset, November, 1835, a few months after 
leaving the Divinity School. Like a faithful 
shepherd, he has watched over his flock, daily 
and hourly devoting all the best energies of his 
nature to their intellectual and spiritual well 
being—and rendering religion attractive by his 
affectionate cheerfulness—his unwavering and 
all sustaining faith. In the great moral move- 
ments of the day, he had a warm and heart-felt 
interest—particularly in the temperance reform, 
in which as President of a Temperance Society 
he has been very active and zealous. He did 
not forget the injunction of our Saviour, * Feed 
my lambs,’ and the loving reverence of the 
children of his parish is the best assurance of 
his faithfulness. During the wanderings of 
delirium, his people were never forgotten. His 
exhortations were solemn and touching. his 
prayers for them were earnest, coherent, and 
deeply affecting; and when his attendants 

would seek to bush him, he would exclaim 
‘who shall hinder me from speaking; whilst [ 
have breath, will I preach the Gospel of our 
Lord Jesus Christ.’

than falls to the lot of many in a long life) he 
has for the last seven weeks been separated 
from bis wife, each bound upon the bed of suf- 
i fering from which they could not be removed ;

It was maintained | 
and with great reason that the State ought not to be 
charitable before it is just, and that so long as itis 
obliged to borrow money it ought not to give any away 
Such an argument would be inresistible, if there could 
be any doubt of the ability of the State to pay its debts 
whenever it shall think proper to take the necessary | 
measures therefor. But this, I think, nobody will 
question. And there being no doubt upon it, the only 
subject for consideration is the nature of the applica- 
tion. Now, few can be found which are of a stronger 
character than this. A poor and praiseworthy Tostitu- 
tion, in the northwest corner of the State which, is of 
great service in educating many young men who would 
not probably otherwise gain any education within the 
limits of this State, has met with an overwhelming 
misfortune from which it will need the co-operation | 
of the Legislature to enable it to recover. It has al- 
ways been one of the most honorable features of the 
policy of Massachusetts from its origin to encourage all 
efforts judiciously made for the promotion of education 
within her limits. This has been recorded in the 
Constitution of the State, in the second section of the 
fifth chapter, in such a manner as to make it the duty 
of the legislatures fer all coming tme to contribute to 
the advancement of the cause wherever there is 4 
lreally favorable opportunity. On these grounds, the 
appropriation was defended, but the bill was finally 
postponed indetinitely by a vore of 138 to 113. This 
happened en Friday, and a motion to reconsider made 
on Saturday failed by about the same majority. The 
' friends of the measure however were not to be deter- 
red by one deteat. So Mr. Park introduced an order 
referring it to the Committee on Education to consider 
the propriety of allowing twelve thousand dollars in- 
stead of fifteen, and making the payment conditional 
upon the contribution by private individuals of an e- 
qual sum by the first of August next. This order was 
carried after debate by 149 against 112, the yeas and 
nays faving been called. And thus the question sull 
remains to be decided whenever the Committee shall 
think yroper to report. I do not my elf incline to be- 
lieve that the House will ultimately be induced to de- 
part from its original decision. 

‘The second matter of interest was the presentation 
ofa petition by Judge Thacher of the Municipal Court, 
in Boston, to the House requesting that it should ap- 
point a Committee to examine into the truth of certain 
charges brought against him inthe Senate by the Hon. 
W. J. Hubbard. It appears that Mr. Hubbard, upon 
the occasion of a bill for creating a new Judge of the 
Supreme Court, made some remarks upon the mode of 
administering justice pursued by Judge Thatcher, 
which under the hands of the reporters for the news- 
ppers appeared to the public upon the next morning 
as affirming in substance to the world that the Judge 
was a legal butcher and his Court a slaughter house 
On the day of this publication, Mr. Hubbard took pains 
to set himself right before the public by correcting tn 
the Senate the misapprehension of his meaning which 
had thus arisen. But he did not go far enougi to sat- 
isfy the Judge, who appears to have been anxious that 
his accusers should confiont him. Mr. Adams of Bos- 
ton, presented the petition and moved its reference to 
a select Committee of seven members with power to 
send for persons and papers, which motion after a re- 
mark or two by Mr. Thomas of Worcester and Mr. 
Gibbens of Boston was adopted. The persons selected 
by the chair are Messrs. Adams, Robinson of Lowell, 
Kussell of West Cambridge, Ward of Salem, Frothing- 
ham of Charlestown, Lewis of Hingham and Duggan 
of Quincy. But, on Monday, Mr. C. P. Curtis of 
Boston, came in with an order taking away the powers 
conferred on the,Committee, and directing them to re- 
port that the petitioner have leave to withdraw his 
petition. Upon this order a very animated debate 
sprung up Which, strange to say, involved two great 
questions, the right of petition and the privilege of 
members of the Legislature under the twenty-first ar- 
ticle of the Bill of Rights. Messrs. C. P. Curtis, G. 
T. Curtis and Park of Boston, and Mr. Thomas of 
Worcester took one side, whilst Mr. Huntington of 
Northampton, Mr. Boutwe!l of Groton and Messrs. 
Davis and Adams of Boston took the other. The 
House finally decided against the order, 106 votes to 
82, and left the Committee to go on as they shall think 
proper. 

The third question has been the bill to repeal the 
laws about intermarriage of the colors, which I refer- 
red to in my last. It did not seem likely at one time 
that the subject would give rise to much debate. But 
Mr. Park of Boston, rose and made a speech against it 
on Friday when it first came up, which had very con- 
siderable influence over the minds of hesitating mem- 
bers. This vote last year had been in favor of the 
measure, which made the argument appear still more 
singular than it otherwise would have been. It there- 
fore became necessary for the friends of the bill to 
spend another day in the debate. Tuesday was devo- 
ted to it, and Mr. Marcy of Greenwich, Mr. Gibbens 
of Boston and Mr. Park advocated the indefinite post- 
ponement, whilst Mr. Thomas of Charlestown, Mr. 
Robinson of Lowell, Mr. Wilson, Mr. Moody of Har- 
wich and Mr. Adams, the chairman of the Committee 
in the House which reported the bill, took the opposite 
side. The question was taken at about two o'clock 
by veas and nays, and the vote stood 134 tn favor of 
postponement and 146 against it, so that the bill went 
to its third reading. But it is still far from certain 
whether it will pass. ‘The majority is evidently a 
small one.

Wendell 
Phillips seems quite a young man ; is rather below the 
ordinary stature ; and has not what pbrenologists 
would call a good head, or at least the head of a great 
man, but these signs fail, for he is talented and very

The result 
is the composition OT two reports, that of the majority 
representing the whig party which makes one species 
of provision to meet the exigencies of the Common- 
wealth, and that of the minority which ends by recom- 
mending nothing but retrenchment. In_ neither of 
these reports is the question at the bottom of the whole

paper to any doctrine that may by possibility be sus- 


ected of unpopularity. 
iF The facts are simply these. About the year 183], 


the idea appears to have prevailed that it was possible | 
to get along in Massachusetts with the expefses of 


government without levying a State Tax, by the aid 
of what might be raised from the indirect tax of one 
per cent. upon bank capital, and auction sales, ete, etc. 
On this the State tax was then discontinued and has 
never since been laid. In the mean time, however, 
the State went on year after year incurring heavy ex- 
penses, both ordinary and extraordinary, of a charac- 
ter highly creditable to its intelligence and liberality, 
the only fault about which, however, was, as I think, 
that they were not skilfully adapted to the means that 
were in the Treasury. The consequence was that the 
State became regularly deficient at the end of several 
successive years, and rather than resort to any meas- 
ures by which this deficiency should be supplied in a 
natural manner, the pe:sons then in authority preferred 
to adopt the artificial and expensive one of borrowing 
in order to meet it. ‘he sums were not large in them- 
selves but the repetition of the process has made an 
aggregate debt of two hundred and ninety thousand 
dollars which now remains to be met, and which by 
the terms of the loan ought to be met in all this year. 

Now the mode by which the majority of the Com- 
mittee propuse to meet the emergency, is to apply in 
part paymenta very considerable balance which tis 
agreed on all sides will exist in favor of the Treasury 
at the end of the year, and to renew the loan for what 
cannot be paid. It is provided for by a bill entitled 
an act relating to the funded debt of 1839, the first 


section of which authorises the ‘Treasurer to pay off 


ninety-four thousand dollars of the said debt from 
money in the Treasury during the year and the re- 
maining sections direct him to issue script payable in 
one, two, three and four years in exchange for the re- 
maining two hundred thousand dollars of the same. 
And this is to be arranged with a direct reference to 
the possibility of paying the sum of fifty thousand an- 
nually from the surplus of receipts in the Treasury 
over expenses at the end of each year fur four years, 


when the whole of this debt shall according to this 
plan have been liquidated without a necessity of call- 


ing upon the people of the State for a single dollar. 
All this would perhaps be safe and well if it contain- 
ed the end of the story. Lut it does not. The State 
has another and a larger demand against it to provide 
for through its subscription to the stock of the Western 
Railroad. This subscription was originally intended 
to have been met by the issue of an amount of five per 
ceot. script payable in 1&57, equal to the sum of one 
million dollars. Neither was it supposed until very 
lately that, inasmuch as the State had guaranteed four 
millions of dollars worth of script for the railroad by 
which it might borrow in Europe the money which 
would be necessary to finish the undertaking, the State 


would ever be called upon to issue more than half of 


the aforementioned one million authorized for its as- 
sessment on the stock. It now turns out however, 
that owing to circunfStances too well known to need 
much explanation, (1 allude to the ruin of the United 


States Bank and the failure uf several of the States of 


the Union to meet their payments of interest on their 
debts) the ability of the railroad to borrow on the cred- 
itof Massachusetts in Europe is at an end. Hence 
| that source of supply to the railroad is cut off. Neither 
is it more practicable to sell script at home at this time. 
The United States cannot do it even at six per cent. 
then how can Massachusetts expect to do so by allow- 
ing only five? The only alternative is then for the 
railroad to raise money by assessments on its stock- 
holders. It has resorted to it, and the effect is to 
make the State liable to pay four hundred and fifty 
thousand dolldts in money when it cannot sell the 
script which had been provided to raise it at any rate 
not positively ruinous. Even this is not all, for the 
interest upon the said million whether borrowed in

| fifty thousand dollars upon the Treasury hereafter and 
| to that extent goes to reduce the prospect of the sur-

The Select Committee, to whom was referred an order 
of the 14th January last, and to whom subsequently was 
referred a large number of petitions from tieelre towns 
in Norfolk and Plymouth counties, bearing orer one 
thousand signatures, and praying for an inecstigation 
into the affairs of the Neponset Bridge Corporation, 
have carefully considered the subjeet by examination 
into certarn hooks and papers of said corporation, and 
by repeated hearings of the petitioners, as well as for 
the defence, and ask leave to present the following 

That the proprietors of the Neponset Bridge and 
Turnpike, a highway of nearly three and a half miles 
in length, located partly in Dorchester and partly in 
Quincy, and connecting these two towns together bya 
bridge over Neponset River, received their charter 
from the General Court of Maasa«hasetis, March Ith, 
1802; an additiona! act was passed February 7th, 1803, 
changing the locativun of the Bridge further up the 
river, and establishing the tolls at a lower rate.

To the Editor of the Quincy Patriot : 
Boston, 3d March, 1842. 


Both branches of the Legislature are now in earnest 
in despatching business

Mer. Enpitror.—I have read the Report 
published under this caption in your paper 
of the 26th ult. It is, indeed, an interesting 
report and it develops some things, which it 
seems to me, ought not to be suffered to rest in 
quietness.

1 may say relative to this Corporation, to all 
others. The committee, who have so thoroughly 
investigated this subject, are deserving of much 
praise. They did nct recommend that the 
Legislature should take away their charter. 
This it is believed, was, noi because they did 
not consider the charter justly forfeited, bus, 
simply, because they wished to be lenient. 
I should think the Corporation ought to tender 
them many thanks for the gentle dealing which 
they have advised the Legislature to pursue 
towards them. Had they pursued a different 
course and advised the Legislature to demand 
a surrender of their charter, it is difficult to say 
upon what principle the Law makers, the 
Representatives of the people and the chosen 
Guardians of the people's rights, could have 
refused a compliance with such a recommen- 
dation. If they had refused to comply with 
such a recommendation, it could not have been 
because they had either law, or justice, or 
reason, on their side. 

i would ask, what single item in that charter 
has been complied with? It may, perhaps, be 
answered, that of taking toll. It is believed, 
this is the solitary one that has been responded 
to, by the Corporation.

RAIL FENCE. 

In many parts of the country, where rocks 
are not plenty, farmers are obliged to make 
wooden fences, and the time of cutting them is 
important. Posts, in particular, in some kinds 
of soil, are very expensive as they require to be 
renewed once in four or five years. In clayey 
ground, they will stand a dozen years, and in 
wet meadows, fifty. When posts are used, they 
should never be putin the ground in a green 
state, notwithstanding they will last longest in 
wet ground. Constant wet from water, will 
not hurt them, but the fermentation of the nat- 
ural sap in the wood is injurious. When posts 
with three rails are wanted, it is good economy 
to purchase, or to make them a foot longer than 
the commen length, so as to admit of there be- 
ing sharpened at each end. They will last 
twice as long when so cut; and they cost a 
trifle more than that of the common kinds. 

Posts are so liable to rot and break off, that 
in some parts of the country, where timber is 
plenty, crooked or worm fences are made of 
rails without posts. An obtuse angle is made 
in each length of the fence, and the rails are 
placed one upon the other as children build cob 
houses; the smallest rails being placed at the 
bottom, and the largest at the top; five rails 
are thus placed one upon another. When 
heavy rails are placed at the top they will of- 
ten remain in place, without staking up, bat it 
is more common to set a pair of stakes at each 
angle, and tie them together at the top, with a 
withe, ora little yoke. The Virginians have 
very generally used their rails in this manner; 

and at the north, it is called Virgivia fence.

VARIETY OF YARN. 
There is the old kind of stocking yarn out of 
which our quondam grandmothers used to make 
those strong, firm, warm stockings and mittens, 
one pair of which was worth a dozen of those thin, 
slaizy things which are manufactured at the present 
day. This, we have always supposed, was the best 
kind of yarn. It does real good and subtracts 
nothing from any body. 
Then, there is the kind of yarn called tough yarn. 
Some of these yarns are so tough that they will 
stretch most enormously. Their elasticity is such 
that they will, by a curious kind of mechanism, 
make a short cord reach round the globe. By these 
yarns, the good are often made bad and the bad 
good—the vicious honest and the swindler honor- 
able. 
Many are addicted to spinning these yarns who 
seem scarcely to know it. They commence by 
small threads, and go on to larger and longer ones, 
until they spin a large yarn before they are aware 
of it, and, generally, they soon become so notorious 
for these tough yarns that they are looked upon, as 
a kind of privileged character, who never manufac- 
ture any other yarn than that which is too tough to 
be believed to be good for any thing. ; 
Then, there is the credit yarn. This can be spun, 
sometimes, by very young persons, and this makes 
it a kind of yarn of that peculiar characteristic 
which call in the aid of older people in such a 
manner, as often to render them accessories in the 
first degree. 
Every body knows, that the credit yarn has been 
wofully overspun in our day, even among adults; 
and that this, even in them, is bad enough in all 
conscience. What an amount of responsibility 
then, rests upon those men who encourage the 
manufacture of this yarn in children and youth. 
| When aman, for the sake of trading, sells a child 
|even for cash what he ought to know the child 

should not possess, he is criminal; but if he sells it 
|to him on credit he is Coubly so, in as much as he 
‘encourages the child not only to run in debt, but, 

also, to do wrong, even to lie or steal to pay his 
| debts. In such cases though the young sinner may 
deserve punishment, yet, it is the old one who 
| ought to have the greater share. 

It is no uncommon thing for one man to encour- 
age the spinning of this yarn in another until he 
has, unconciously, manufactured so much that he 
can never find a market for it in such a way as to 
enable him to escape from the devouring jaws of 
his advising credit friend. This is such friendship 
as vultures have for lambs. 

But the most common kind of yarn that is mann- | 
factured in our day is street yarn. This is a kind of | 
yarn that is very merchantable, though produced in | 
rich abundance. It is astonishing what a demand | 
the manufacturers find for it in the community. |

ANIMAL MAGNETISM.
